Today was the day set for the be- 


ginning of the Wednesday half holiday 
closing of groceries and meat markets, 
and it was stated this afternoon that 
not more than fifteen or twenty ot 
these establishments out of a total of 
practically 200 in the city had failed 
to close.. Most of those remaining 
open were in the down-town district. 


The movement was inaugurated by 


the unions of the grocery clerks and 
the meat cutters acting In unison^ to 
secure the half holiday during the 
months of June,'July and August. The 
clerks held a meeting at~ 3 o'clock this 
afternoon to hear reports of com- 
mittees, on the observance of the clos- 
ing movement. 


Mexico City, June 7.—An earthquake

About the worst use society can make of a drunkard 


is tO'send him to jail. It does not help him, it does 
nothing to aid in solution of the problem of the drunk- 
ard and it does add to the tax burdens of the com- 
munity. If incarcerating these unfortunate in a bastile 
with criminals of all sorts had the slightest influence 
in working _a reform in the minds or a cure of the dis- 
ease in the bodies of alcoholic victims insteading of 
sinking them lower in their own esteem-something 
might be found to say for the almost universal prac- 
tice of sending them to the jails and workhouses io 
be herded with malefactors of every species. 


The drunkard in most cases embodies no form of 


criminality. He is the victim of a disease that has as 
hard a hold on him as tuberculosis, chronic blood 
poisoning or bright's disease may have an another. 
It certainly is no means to a reform of his morals and 
cure of his body to merely treat him like a malefactor, 
lock him in the company of malefactors and keep him 
under police espionage to be haled again to court like 
a malefactor the moment his misfortune once more 
trips him up. The drunkard, if society has it in de- 
sign to do anything useful for him at all, needs help, 
encouragement, medical treatment and wholesome em- 
ployment. To send him to jail without hope and with- 
'but.care simply aids to fasten his habits with firmer 
clutch upon him and to make him look forward to his 
day of relea'se with no better aspiration than to gratify 
the diseased craving that gnaws at his vitals. 


Those communities which have taken the most ad- 


vanced steps in dealing with his problem have prc- 
vided farms where alcoholic victims have healthfu 
employment..-.wholesome nourishment, medical treat- 
ment if needed and at least the opportunity to get hole 


.-'Sf themselves.' Hundreds of unfortunates are in thi 


way put upon their feet and restored to decency, self 
respect and usefulness. Some cities which have no 
progressed to that advanced point have gone so far a 


- 
to cease treating drunkards as criminals. They are 
taken into custody, held until their debauch has worn 
off and with friendly counsel let go. A drunkard so 
treated will depart from police custody with the feel- 
ing that he has the kindly regard of someone and that 
he is not a wholly abandoned wretch -whose chief 
function is to furnish quarry for not otherwise over- 
worked huntsmen in blue uniforms. 
._ -The Sentinel has now and then embraced occasion 
to speak with commendation of the lenity of City 
Judge Mungovan in dealing with cases of this sort 
and other where the offense has been merely nominal. 
It would like to urge him to abandon the practice of 
sending any drunkards at all to jail where the offense 
consists solely of public intoxication.

Americans Took Precedence. 


(New York Herald.) 


Rome.—The General Assembly of the 


International. Institute ot Agriculture, 
which has been in session' here, closed 
the most successful -meeting In Its his- 
tory the other day. Forty-nine coun- 
tries were represented The American 
delegates took a prominent part in the 
discussions and won on all the points 
which they had set out. to. obtain. 


The assembly decided urgently to 


quest the government's adhering to the 
principles of'the institute to send to 
the institute estimates of yields and 
conditions pertaining to the principa' 


the harvest ami selected the American 
system, which Is -known as the "single 
numerical system," for these reports. 


Tactful speeches on the part of the 


Americans were largely responsible for 
the adoption ot this system, which was 
supported by Austria and Germany. 


The assembly generally appeared to 


acknowledge that the United States 
was further advanced than any other 
country in all things relating to agri- 
culture, and the American delegates 
expressed themselves as 
being i 


pressed with the thorough and prac-- 
tlcal-vsrork of the institute. The next 
assembly will be held in 1913.

WILL REPAIR THE STREETS. 


The board of public works has acted with wisdom in 


advertising for bids to furnish the city with an as- 
phalt repair plant. Every hour's delay in getting the 
repairs under way means additional cost to the people 
of Fort Wayne. There is no reason to doubt that the 
city council will meet in a proper spirit the anticipation 
by the board of the council's action and promptly 
make appropriation to purchase a suitable plant. 


Through several administrations the duty of taking 


proper care, of the asphalt streets has been neglected. 
The consequence is a great mileage of streets last go- 
ing to decay. The expense of making repairs will be 
heavy and the work will take a long time. With pos- 
session of a repair plant the city can at once go at the 
work where it most is needed and by diligence and good 
management bring the streets that are out of guarantee 
into a decent state. 
After that the work will be 


neither so onerous nor expensive and all the streets for 
whose condition the city is then responsible can be 
attended to before damage grows serious and the ex- 
pense of repairs a heavy burden. 


Why the municipal government did not long ago 


address itself to this imperative task seems past finding 
out, though the consequences of its neglect have been 
staring the people in the face for years. Mayor Gricc 
and his board have acted wisely and well and we hope 
to sec the council share equally in the credit for this 
commendable move (o rescue the pavements trom 
threatened ruin. 
We do not believe the public has 


realized how bad the general conditions in respect of 
the asphalt have become, though every one aiust know- 
something of flic conditions in his own district of the 
city.

But. though it all shocks our fondest memories, it 
must "be admitted that tha Paris-Rome lap of the race to 
Turin must go into history with Bleriofs crossing of the 
channel and Chevez's crossing of the Alps.

METHODS OF COMBATING THE WHITE PLAGUE. 


(Dallas News.) 


The efficacy of public sanitariums as a means ot com- 


bating the white plague has recently been questioned In 
England as the result of a proposal 
of 
Lloyd-George, 


chancellor ot the exchequer, to appropriate something Hk« 
54,500,000 to €3ioblish additional institutions tor the treat- 
ment of consumptives. The proposal has encountered op- 
position from men who, though keenly sensible of the need 
of making wnr on the scourge, and as responsive as Mr. 
George himself to humanitarian impulses, are moved by 
the belief that the good accomplished W these institutions 
is almost Inappreciable. Mr. George thinks that by the 
large multiplication of sanitariums, enabling the segrega- 
tion of all who have the disease In an advanced stage, the 
spread of consumption can be quickly checked, and as a. 
causB oJ death reduced to almost a negligible quantity. 
Tho philanthropic end Is secondary; that is. tho scheme Is 
Intended to be mainly a means of stamping out consump- 
tion as nearly ns possible. 


The opposition to It Is based on the assertion that no 


perceptible results are obtainable from sanitarium work, 
and that only such sanitariums as are needed to accom- 
modate the Indigent victims of the disease ought to bo 
established.

It is 
declared that while the government ought to provide a 
refuge for all indlgents who'have been rendered helpless 
by the disease, It is futile to hope to check and diminish 
the plague by tho multiplication of sanitariums.

pointed out. In support of this view, that although the 
number of sanitariums for consumptives has always been 
Inadequate to accommodate more than a small fraction of 
those having the disease in advanced stage, nevertheless 
tha death rate from consumption has been reduced, during 
the last forty years, from 23 per 10,000 to a little more than 
11. This gratifying fact Is attributed to better housing 
conditions and to a more general observance of hygienic 
and sanitary laws. It is asserted by those who oppose 
Mr. George's proposition that tha same amount of money 
would accomplish far more toward the eradication of con- 
sumption if spent in Improving housing conditions and in 
inculcating the importance of obeying hygienic and sani- 
tary laws. 


Tho warfare against the white plague has been going 


on longer In England than in this country, and its experi- 
ence ought to have some value for us. There can be no 
question, of course, as to the duty of society to provide 
for those whom poverty and consumption have made help- 
less. To neglect them is not only inhuman, but uneco- 
nomic, since their existence In the body of society and In 
unsanitary surroundings increases the chance of infection 
for others. But the fact ought to be kept in mind that TK 
number ot sanitariums that it is possible to establish and 
maintain will cause any perceptible diminution of con- 
sumption, unless by patient and unremitting • effort an im- 
provement is brought about In the conditions and manner 
of living, especially in the cities. The work of reducing 
consumption to a negligible degree must be broader in it 
scope and more fundamental. Men and women and children 
must be taught the ways of avoiding/ tuberculosis and the 
manner of treatment in Its incipient stage. It Is a disease 
concerning which science has learned a great deal, all there 
is to learn, one is sometimes tempted to think. But whether 
science has learned all or not, what it has indubitably 
learned would, If put into general practice, reduce the death 
rate from consumption even more remarkably than it has 
been reduced in England within forty years unless along 
with the establishment of sanitariums goes work to induce 
societies and people to take rational care of themselves, our 
experience with tuberculosis sanitariums will be what it 
has been with Insane asylums—we shall constantly be 
adding to their accommodations without being able, to care 
for all who have a claim to our care. 


The work of combating tuberculosis ought to proceed 


along many lines. 
There ought to be sanitariums, to be 


sure public and private, for the care of those -whom the 
disease has rendered helpless and for the cure of such as 
can be cured. But, beginning with children in the schools 
the means of avoiding the disease, the means of prevent- 
ing infection and the means of arresting the disease when 
discovered in an incipient stage ought to be taught by 
"very possible agency until an observance of hygienic and 
sanitary laws will have become a common habit. When 
that shall have been accomplished many of. the sanitarium 
that will have been built meanwhile can be devoted to 
other purposes.

Crothers of Maryland, former Speaker 
Cannon and Mayor Presly of Balti- 
more sat with the cardinal and all of 
them except the chief justice spoke. 


Among .the 600 other guests seated 


on the platform were more than a 
score of senators and members of the 
house of representatives. 
The armory 


holds 16.000 people, Its builders say, 
and it was crowded to the doors. 


The cardinal sat in a red plush chair 


In the center of the stage. His greet- 
ing, as he climbed the stairs 
with 


President Taft, was remarkably en- 
thusiastic. 


The cardinal wore the red robe, the 


skull cap of red, and the deep green 
ring of office. Through all the speeches 
he sat smiling, every changing expres- 
sion of his wrinkled and kindly face 
and his bright eyes attesting to the 
pleasure that this tribute afforded him.
